— In Chion and Japan great progress has heen
made during the pasy few yenrs, The number
of commnpicanta has reached 0215, and of
pupile 4740. Jo China, the further advance of
the missions appears at present to be checked
by the nml-UhrLtlnn excitement raging nmong
the natives; but this, it is hoped by the mis-
gloparies, can only be temporary, and is likely
to be followed by a greater spirit of inquiry
among the masees of the population. Tn Japan,
which is undergoing a complete politieal trana-
formation, the prospecte of Christianity are un-
usually bright, as [t appears to galu ground
amony the foremost and leading clusses of the
land.

Some of these are well written—indeed, the
bandwriting is generally excellent—and in
many ceses the composition is marked by
great propriety and good taste. But with

Journal, it is very different, and the excel-
lence of the penmanship and eorrectuess
of the spelling stand out in drollest con-
trast with the matter of the epistle.

AN ITALIAN BRIGAND.

Life, Unreer.nnd Death oft a Neapolltan Out.
Inw-—kis Birth, Mervicess nond First #ail-
Homnuce of Urime—The Here of the Yesu-
Yins=Twelve Muorders—Betruynl, Arcest, n

A correspondent of the London 7imes
writes from Florence, Italy, under date of
October 1Y), s follows: —

The Neapolitan papers are just now full of
details and interesting particulars about the
capture of the notorions brigand Pilone, once
the terror of Lhe country surrounding Mount
Vesuvius, who was arrested and killed at
Naples on the 14fth instant, As everything
which concerns Lthe life aud death of this cele-
brated capo-brigante is in the highest degree
characteristio of brigands and brigand life in
Italy in general, and this man in partionlar, I
will just give you m short resume of the
eventful biography of this illustrious per-
Fonage, Dow no more,

Axroxto Cozzorino—this is the real name
of Pilone—was born at Resina in 1825, and
followed the trade of a stone-cutter until he
sitained the age of twenty-one, when he was
called vpon to enter the Neapolitan army.
He was still serving in the Royal Artillery at
the time when General Fanti conceived the
unlucky idea of sending Francesco 1I's dis-
banded soldiers home. On their being again
oalled to service, Pilone and many others be-
sides took flight and turned professed bri-
gande. His superior energy and intelligance
very soon gave him chief command over all
the robbers infesting the country, and he has
been nearly the only one among them who
bas invariebly succeeded during the last
len years. in escaping the search and
eluding the pursuit of the Italian army and
police. He very often had the temerity to ven-
ture even as far as the precincts of the capi-
talitself. He it was who captured and de-
tained a8 prisoner the Deputy Avitabile, at
that time director of the Neapalitan Bank.
He went, moreover, twice to Roms; onee, it
ig #aid (but of course we are at liberty to
believe a8 much of this on dit at we please),
at the express command of Francesco II,
who is said to bave bestowed on him a deco-
ration: the second time by order of the Pope,
who wished to imprison him, and kept him
there for several menths. He has been con-
demned to death no less than three times,
which is not too much, when we learn that
among the innumerable murders he has

commntted, twelve at least have been
judicially  brought home to him,
The most conspicuous among

these erimes is, perhaps, his as<assination of
the sergeant of the Carabinieri, De Gasparis,
who was courageous enough to arrest hiem
alone and unassisted. What with the terror
Le inspired, and the sympathy he often sne-
ceeded in exciting—especially by his prover-
bial generosity and notorious piety (for,
whether feigued or gennine, he, at any rate,

ave himself out for a fervent devotee)—he

s alwﬂgs found plenty of people ready to
conceal him, and even enjoyed the saintly
appellation or surname of Cavaliere Sant’ An-
tonio. Nevertheless, since the mclive ad-
winistration of the new Prefect of Naples,
Marchese d'Afllitto, Pilone had begun to feel
less at ease.  Almost all his accomplices and
manttengol in the ordinary theatre of his ex-
ploits bad been successively captured, and
people en whom the vaguest suspicion of com-
plicity or friendship with him rested were
linble to arrest., So he thoumght it more pru-
dent to draw near Naples, and contrive to
wake sure of sowe safe places of refuge both
in the town itself and in- the immediate
suburbs, ITe wus the compare (godfather) of
balf the population between Oltaiano and
Boscoreale, and as the title of compare is far
more respected in that pact of the world than
that of father or brother, he met with the
most extruordinary discretion and fidelity
nmong his allies, the inhabitants of the vil-
lages around Naples, and of the city itself,
He was frequently to be seen in town, and
upon oue occasion a certcin Marchese R.,
when walking acroes the Piazza Reale, ob.
verved a servant of his speaking with

en  ill.favored, repulsive-looking fel-
low, and, on questioning him,
the mavn, trembling, confessed that

it was the notoricus FPilone. The brigand,
imagining himself now to be in perfect
safety, and finding himself, moreover, short
of cush, took to organizing a system of ris-
catli, as they are oalled in qu , or forcing
wealthy peeple to give him large sums of
woney by threatening letters; and as they
had considerably more fear of him than con-
fidence in the police, they never dared to de-
sounce the map, who was meanwhile plun-
dering them in private at his ease. Since
Cavaliere Colmeyer, however, has been at
the head of the polics at Naples, Pllone had
epjoyed less and less tranquillity, a very
severe surveillance having been established
over the quarters he was most in the habit of
frequenting, such a8 Forio, Moer-
oato, and the lower parts of the
city. Among the officers amploz'ed in
tracking him wes a certain Petrillo,
who remirds me foreibly of the Bergent de
Police bent on taking Jean Valjean, in Victor
Hugo's Miserables. This man seems to have
taken up his profession from vocation, and to
exercise it artistically. He possesses the feu
secre, the disinterestedness, the indefatigable
zeal of the man who is determined upon ac-
complishing his end. Now, Petrillo, it seems,
had wade the eapture of this famous brigante
the one sim of his life, and, after numerous
fruitless attempts, finally succeeded on Fri-
dey last., Here the different accounts cease
to agree. According to some, it was a friend
of Cavaliere Sant' Antonio, some treacherouns
sceawplice of the brigante, or some intended
benefactor of his country, who gave in.
formation to the police to the effect
that Pilone was ex on the lith
under the bridge of the Arenaccia,
where be was (o receive a ricatio he had

viotim himeelf denonnced to the anthorities
the intended spolistion, and was ordered, in
consequence, to follow up the business.
However this may be, Pilone was in town as
soon a8 the 10th inst., and the policemen,
coming across him several times, had ample
opportunity to note his features and dress,
#0 a8 not to be liable to mistake his identity
on the appointed day. 8o, last Friday, when
the man who was to pay the risatte alightel
from the otunibusa, near the Orto Botanico,
be found his brigand faithful to the rendez-
vons, He woulg have been easy to recog-
nize by a slight limp of the left foot, even
had he not been clothed in his habitnal cos-
tue—a white flat hat, violet cravat, black
velvet jacket, black  waisteoat, and
striped trousers, He carried a rough stick in
bis hand, wore blue spectacles on his nose,
had cut off his beard. and only retained his
black whiskers, already tinged with gray.
While the ricatio was counting out the money,
Petrillo pounced upon Pilone and seized him,
while several police agents, in plain clothes,
spprosched. 'The herculean strangth of this
ofticer, however, wns not a matoh for the ter-
rible hero of the Vesuvine, who suceseded in
freeing himsell fromy the iron grasp of his
evemy, and alwost Knocked him down with
bis stick. He then threw himself betwoen
the legs of his assailaut, saying repoatedly,
Sono tradito, sono tradits! (T am betrayed ),
nusheathed his dagger, dealing wounds reck-
losely on  all sides with it, sud distributed
sundry kicks with bis feet. In the struggle
be received a stab from a dagger belongiug
to one of the agents in his right side,
and again fell to the gronnd,
this time to rise no more.

He is described nsrobust, without corpulency,
#nd his complexion i8 eaid to be remurkably
fair. Hisfeatures had a calm, almost digni-
fied, expression, and were regular and agree-
able. His hands and feet were exceedingly
small—aristocratie, s an eye-witness of his
eaplure expresses himself; the whole appear-
ance of the body, in short, placid and attrac-
live,

Op him the police found several objects,
which I enumerate, as they are eloquently
demonstrative of the strange mental condi-
tion of the man, and the singular contradic.-
tion between his condoct and alleged, per-
baps unfeigned, faith. There was a common
little portfolio, with a great many letters bear-
ing different addresses, according to the nu-
merous feigned names which the drigante was
wont to assume. On one side of the port-
folio were written in his own rough haad-
writing several verses directed to the Saviour
—*0 cuore di Cesn guello e tico posso fata’
(in Italian: ‘*O euore di Gesu, quel ch'io dico
possa far tu”). This was not the only token
of his fervent piety, for he wore a little
armlet with the image of B8t. Ciro
round his mneck, and carried in his
pocket a little bruss religuaire, sontaining
frogments of the bones of Bania Francesoa,
San Colombo, Ban Giottino, and a bit of the
Holy Virgin's veil; besides an image of Santa
Maria delle Paladi, a meditation on the pas-
sion of Onr Saviour, a paper with the words,
**Antonio Cazzolino, I am the son of Mary
addolerata, for in the heaven is the Lord,
and nobody is more master than he."” Far-
ther were found a half sheet of the Gazeltu
del Peopolo of the 20th of May; an elementary

In order to strike
terror into the hearts of his victims, he used
to say to them, **Yon must either pay me so
wnch or T shall set fire t& your house,” show-
ing the mateb-box, and, indeed, he more than
once executed ois threat. The inexhaustible
pocket of this sanctified brigand contained a
great many more articles; for instance, a
smwall linen bsg, wherein were figures of
#nints, among others, that of the Virgin, San

Josepb, and the Bambino, with the
words ** Gesu, Giuseppe. Maria—Vi
dono il c¢noree e lanima mis;” an

image of Notre Dame de Balette, and
several others besides, Dut the crown of all
was & Host, I cannot tell whether consecrated
or not, wrapt in & paper, both wafer and
paper red with blood, wine, or the dye of the
red flannel he wore, By all this you may see
that the legend did not err concerning him,
for he bad his legend to the following effect:
“Cavalier Sant' Antonio, having always car-
ried about him relics of the saints and our
Bavionr ‘duly consecrated in the form of the
Host,’ was unvulnerable to gun or sword.”
In this latter point the legend, however,
proved false, and the photograph had well-
nigh proved a better defense than the IHost
itself, for it had been perforated in the mid-
dle by the mortal stab.
